The farmers of many districts 
southern Alberta have just 
through three dry years of poor 
crops and declining — prices They! 
have been having a tough time of it, 
but it looks ag though they are 
winning through this year 

They are not, however, Wwianing 
through without a fight, for Nature, 
in her lavishness, has favored the 
breeding of multitudes of insects 
which are a plague to the farmers 
and gardeners. 

The danger from cutworms is 
passed, but the grasshopper menace 
now threatens the farmers’ wheat 
fields. 

While not in such great numbers 
as in districts farther south, the 
grasshoppers in this district, if un- 
checked, will do serious damage to 
crops. . 

It just goes to show what an un- 
certain occupation agriculture is in 
western Canada, and how many 
difficulties must sometimes be over- 
come before a crop can be raised 
and harvested.
